Truckload of Pie Filling 
Released as Red Tape Cut 


Lee County's 'International 
Incident' Eased by Customs 


Pie eaters can breathe a sigh of relief! 
The Canadian truck, allegedly overloaded with perishable pie fill- 


ing, detained at the weight station near Compton since Tuesday, got 
under way Sunday night. 


According to State Police Lt. Del- 


mar Templeton, the truck load of 
pie filling, entangled for almost 
six days in a ribbon of international 
complications, was sent westward 
on its way to Alberta. Canada. 


Lt. Templeton said that Canadian 


customs officials sent word to state 
police ordering that the security 
seals placed on the truck at the 
international border at Detroit bs 
broken. 


The action permitted the Super- 


ior Transport company. Calgary. 
Alberta, Canada, to transfer part 
of the load to another truck sent 
from Canada, Templeton said. 


In shifting the load from one ve 


hide 
to another, 
the 
trucking 


company met Illinois weight re- 
quirements and was eligible to 
have them proceed. 


The load of pie filling became 


the object of a minor international 
situation in Lee county court Fri- 
day, when local and state officials 


puzzled over how to get the trucks 
out of the state before the pie fill- 
ing spoiled. 


Lawrence R. Morgan, truck driv- 


er for the Canadian company was 
arrested Tuesday at the weight sta • 
tion when it was discovered thai 
the truck carried 11,100 pounds 
over the legal state limit. 


State police officials would noi 


allow the truck to be moved with- 
out "shifting 'the 
load, 
which 


couldn't be shifted without break- 
ing the customs seals. 


Before the seals could be broken, 


Canadian customs officials hart to 
give the go ahead. Templeton said. 


Morgan, who was arraigned in 


county court Friday, pleaded not 
guilty to the overweight charges. 
Atty. Sherwood Dixon will repre- 
sent the company in county court 
this afternoon when the case is ex- 
pected to close.

Wind Fans Flames 
That Consumes Two 
Stores, Hits Hotel 


DANVILLE, 111. 


whipped by shifting winds 
burned o'ut two stores and 
damaged a four-story hotel in 
Danville's downtown district 
Sunday. 


The loss was estimated at about 


two million dollars. This included 
an estimate of a million and a half 
dollars for the loss of the buildings 
and about a half million dollars to 
the contents. 


Twelve Overcome 


Twelve firemen were overcome 


by smoke, but none was seriously 
injured. 
About 50 patrons were 


routed from 
the Milner, hotel. 


About 75 firemen from seven towns 
fought the flames for hours and 
managed to save the 12-story First 
National Bank Building nearby. 


The fire, of undetermined origin, 


was discovered about 3:45 p. m. in 
the basement of the S. S. Kresge 
store. Firemen were unabla to 
reach the blaze because of dense 
smoke. Two firemen donned oxy- 
gen masks and attempted to reach 
the flames, but were overcome and 
had to be hauled out by ropes 
which had been attached to them. 


A shift in the wind sent flames 


shooting into the Parisian store, a 
women's apparel shop which also 
stores furs in a basement vau'.t. 
This store and Kresge's both were 
burned out. 


Shifts lo Hot<>! 


Another shift in the wind sent the 


flames into the top story of the 
Mllner hotel about 8:30 p. m. Pa- 
irons were routed and the hotel 
was badly damaged. 


During the fire, hose lines which 


were stning across the alley be- 
side the telephone building fouled 
power lines. Power was cut off in 
the .business district. Big Sunday 
crowds attending three downtown 
theaters had to be sent home, be- 
cause of loss of power.

Dixon was among eight Illi- 


nois cities with more than 10,- 
000 population to have no 
traffic fatalities in 1952, the 
state highway division report- 
ed today. 


Today, the city's record stands 


at one fatality in approximately 
seven years. 


According to Dixon Police Chief 


Frank Tyne, Robert Pratt, 38, then 
of 812 W. Fifth st., died when a 
train hit his car on the North- 
western railroad tracks at the 
depot. 


Occurred Jn 1947 


Tyne said that the accident oc- 


curred at approximately 8:30 p.m. 
on Dec. 16, 1947, when the 
car 


driven by Pratt stalled on the 
tracks. 


Apparently Pratt saw the train 


coming and attempted to get out 
of the car. The train hit the car 
and, in turn, the driver. 


The death of Mrs. Blanche Rose- 


brook, 71, formerly of S15 E. Sec- 
ond st., when she was hit by a car 
driven by a Dixon man on Jan. 23, 
19*6, preceded the Pratt accident 
by almost two years,.

Benson Claims 


CHICAGO W—The U. S. secre- 


tary of agriculture told dairymen 
today that if they adjust their 
production to the markets and do 
a good selling job "the surplus 
problem will be gone." 


The secretary, Ezra Taft Ben- 


son, 
summed up his views this 


way: 


"There is no over-all surplus of 


dairy products. Actually there ex> 
ists a great shortage of milk to 
meet our full needs. 


"What we have is a lack of ad- 


justment to the markets—so that 
not all of the butter, cheese and 
dried milk is being consumed. If 
the adjustments are made and 
milk and milk products are backed 
by the selling that their merits 
justify, the surplus problem will 
be gone." 


Benson was booked to address 


the American Dairy association at 
a time when farmers are worried 
by a downward slide in farm 
prices and the dairy industry is 
confronted with a surplus of such 
commodities as butter.

ity of replacing C. Wesley Roberts with a "big name" chairman of the 
GOP National Committee. 


This suggestion has come pri- 


marily from associates of

tional Committee members who are 
friends of Roberts and were pre- 
nomination backers 
of President 


Eisenhower. 


Roberts became GOP chairman 


after the November election, suc- 
ceeding Arthur E. 
Summerfield, 


who became postmaster general. 


Under Flre> 


Roberts has been under fire in 


Kansas for his part in the 1951 
sale of a fraternal insurance or- 
ganization's building to the state. 
The national chairman said he got 
an $11,000 fee for public relations 
work in the $110,000 sal* but de- 


nied he lobbied among legislators 
for it. 


Roberts, a former Kansas Re 


publican state chairman and an 
early worker in the Eisenhower 
presidential campaign, has accus- 
ed a Kansas City Star reporter of 
distorting the story of his fee. The 
reporter, Alvin McCoy, replied he 
wrote only the facts. 


Roberts' N a t i o n a l Committee 


friends think he will be given a 
clean bill in a report soon by the 
Kansas Legislative Investigating 
committee.

Dirksen gave this assurance at 


a dinner conference with mem- 
bers of the IAA board of directors 
where the most pressing problems 
confronting agriculture were dis- 
cussed. The IAA representatives 
were guests in the national capital 
from Wednesday to Friday. 


IAA President Charles B. Shu- 


man had earlier summed up Farm 
Bureau's position on such issues as 
price supports, foreign aid, govern- 
ment spending, "trip leasing" and 
federal subsidies for ordinary soil 
conservation practices. 


Dirksen also touched on the sub- 


ject of a balanced federal budget. 


"It is now plainly apparent that 


the budget must be balanced if we 
ever hope to get away from infla- 
tion," he said. "And I want to 
commend Farm Bureau for stand- 
ing firmly in favor of a fiscal pol- 
icy which will keep our economy 
sound."

41 States to Begin Draft 
Of 19 Year Olds in April 


WASHINGTON -W- Forty-one 


states will draft 19-year-olds for 
military duty next month, and two 
others may have to, an Associated 
Press survey showed today. 


For 14 of these 41 states, it will 


be the first draft of 19-year-olds 
since World War EC. 


The survey of state Selective 


service directors also found that 
all but two- states—Alabama and 
South Carolina—probably will be 
taking 19-year-olds in May. The 
Alabama director said' it will be 
June, perhaps later, before any 
will be drafted in his state. The 
South Carolina director said he 
didn't know wvhen. 


Thirteen states plan to call 19- 


year-olds to fill at least 50 per 
cent of their April draft quotas. 
Probably the biggest number will 
come from Illinois where the state 
director estimated the "bulk" of a 
3,254 quota would be 19-year-olds. 
Pennsylvania will need about 2,500 
of a 4,081 quota. California comes 
third with about 2,000 of 3,164. 


The April draft, quota for the 


whole country is 53,000. 


The present draft age is 18% 


to 26. Drafts boards have been tak- 
ing first the oldest men ttrey have. 
Until January state- directors had 
been ordered to take no 19-year- 
olds.

WASHINGTON (ffl—U. S. aid to 


friendly countries increased 10 per 
cent in 1952 while their payments 
to the U.S. went up more than 25 
per cent, the commerce depart- 
ment reported Sunday. 


It gave these figures: 
Total U.S. aid to the free world 


in 1952 was $5,578,000,000, com- 
pared with $5,074,000,000 in 1951. 
Of the 195"2 total $2,738,000,000 was 
military aid, nearly double the 1951 
figure of $1,484,000,000. 


Returns on aid—repayment of 


loans and reverse aid such as land 


for U.S. military installations— 
amounted to 574 million dollars in 
1952, ,as against 452 million in 
1951. 


The net U.S. foreign aid figure 


in 1952 was thus $5,004,000,000. It

President Must Use Politics to 


Point Way for Congress 


The people who are/watching President Eisenhower at 


close range all testify to his extreme devotion to his burden- 
gome White House tasks. But some of his wannest friends 
worry about what they fear is a tendency of his to isolate 
Himself from the political aspect of the job. 


There are perfectly understandable reasons for this. Mr. 


Eisenhower is a political amateur and knows it. Further- 
more, he believes firmly in the technique of bringing men of 
diverse views together, in the expectation their differences 
can be reconciled. He doesn't like to knock heads. 


And, as an outgrowth of this attitude, he has leaned 


over backward to get along with congress and the widely 
varied wings of the Republican party. 


The result seems to be that congress actually is getting 


no clear political direction from the White House. In conse- 
quence, as always happens in such cases, it is being guided 
by the many factional' and individual elements which go to 
make it up.

So it is that senators and congressmen here and there 


appear more intent on establishing some kind of individual 
record, on putting their stamp on current affairs, than they 
do on contributing to the general success of the Eisenhower 
administration.

Yet, ironically, the best chance most of these men! have 


of gaining re-election in 1954 or 1956 is in identifying them- 
selves with the president. By all accounts his popularity is 
at this writing largely undiminished. And the better his rec- 
ord, the brighter the prospect for the law-makers. 


Some legislators grasp this simple truth. But a lot evi- 


dently don't think the Eisenhower coattails can give a man 
much of a ride. They ought to take another look at the Nov. 
$; election figures. The president practically remade the 
political map.

In the end, however, the solution to this "every man for 


Himself" trend on Capitol Hill probably rests with Mr. Eisen- 
hower. A truly modest man despite his "military mind," he 
will not find it easy to exert real political authority, to apply

iarn that no president can avoid politics. 
" A president's political party is one of the great lubri- 
cants which help to smooth the working of the mighty power 
tHachine governed from the White House. If that lubricant 
is not used—and wisely—a chief executive can come close to 
nullifying even the highest administrative talents.

When that happens; he may bring his house down on 


his head, and with it th'e political party whose hold on power 
is so tightly bound up with his fortunes.

would be worth five or six tricks 
at a club contract, but might well 
be completely worthless at any 
other contract. 


East certainly cannot be blamed 


for doubling five clubs. With the 
ace and king of trumps, East could 
be quite sure that declarer was not 
going to make any overtricks! 
East hoped to win a spade trick or 
that his partner might come up 
with some slight defensive value. 


South was in a pretty chancy 


contract, but he played the hand 
boldly and deserved his good re- 
sult. He won the first trick with 
the ace of diamonds, ruffed a dia- 
mond with dummy's only trump, 
and cashed the ace of hearts in 
order to discard his last diamond. 


Having thus disposed of the dia- 


mond threat, declarer ruffed a 
heart to get into his own hand, and 
led a low trump, losing to East's 
king. East returned a low heart 
with every appearance of inno- 
cence, but South was not deceived. 


The trump situation was perfect- 


ly clear from the fact that East 
had been forced, to win the low 
trump with the king of clubs. South 
therefore ruffed the heart return 
with his queen of trumps, shutting 
West out. 


It was now easy to return an- 


other low trump, dropping the jack 
and the ace on the same trick. 
After drawing trumps, it was safe 
for declarer to enter dummy with 
the ace of spades in order to dis- 
card his remaining spade on dum- 
my'* top heart.

Pegler Presents Letter Refuting "Superstition" That 
Civil Service Workers Are Underpaid and Treated Badly

I t hink I have fairly presented the attitude of the worthy Civil 


Service employe whose. feelings are always hurt by generalized criti- 
cism of wasted and parasitic payroll padding. But, granting that 
these worthy, essential, hard-working individuals are not parasites, 
the fact remains that they enjoy better conditions as tax-consumers 
than we tax-producers enjoy. 


My text today is an article by Congressman John Taber, of up- 


state New York, a Republican whose obsession is extravagance. 
Mr. 


Taber is the man tried and tried and tried but never 
could learn from the general accounting office how 
much money in millions had been put at the dis- 
posal of Franklin D. Roosevelt, subject to no .ac- 
counting. Roosevelt could have given a million to 
each member of his family and we would have been 
no wiser. We and the children of this generation 
will have to provide those millions which were- put 
under Roosevelt's hand to do with as he pleased. 
And we are told plainly that it is none of our busi- 
ness how much he squandered or embezzled, or the 
details. I suppose it was not possible for him to 


embezzle it, though. Theoretically and morally, yes, but in the tech- 
nical sense he couldn't embezzle money handed him unconditionally. 


These Civil Service workers of the "worthy" class, if their feel- 


ings are correctly expressed by those individuals who have written to 
me, are too sorry for themselves. 
' 


Mr. Taber writes, in a bulletin distributed by the Committee for 


Constitutional Government, that the superstition that government 
workers are underpaid and treated badly is false. 


In March, 1952, there were ^.SSS.ISS employes on the federal pay- 


roll. 


Their number was raising month by month. 
Very few worked more than 40 hours a week, with eight legal 


holidays a year, and they got, on the average, 20 days annual "leave," 
or just under three weeks. We tax-producers get only two weeks. On 
top of that, Mr. Taber writes, these consumers of taxes may lay off 15 
days a year for Illness or three weeks of five days eacfy or accum- 
ulate that sick leave for years. 


On the whole, they work 1,776 j 


hours a year and, at an average 
salary of $4,000 a year, they get 
$2.15 an hour. There are extra 
days off for parades which Mr. Ta- 
ber does not include in his calcu- 
lations and he also refers to the 
"inordinate amount of time lost in 
drinking coffee in the governmen 
cafeterias." 


In England, Lady Nancy Astor 


raised a row last year by holler 
ing that tea, not gin or beer, was 
the curse of Britain. Workers of 
all classes wasted incalculable mil 
lions of hours-from work at full 
pay snuffling their damned /silly 
tea. If we substitute "coffee" the 
same may be said here. * "CoKee 
time" has become a vested right 
for much of our working force 
with the

precedent to excuse it. The waste 
is awful.

notes that these statistics rule ou 
losses of pay for strikes and lay 
offs.

Their boss will ^not go broke 


and, for a reason* which Taber 
does not know, they are exemp 
from attachments for their jus 
debts. 


Their .leave or vacation is 13 


days from the jump, but in three 
years it goes up to 20 days and 
after 15 years, they get 26 days 
or more than five work-weeks 
Someone thought, a man of, say 
40 or 45, with 15 years' servic 
must be so weary that he deserves 
a vacation of five "work-weeks 
Some of them "accumulate" both 
vacation leave and sick leave and 
Mr. Taber writes that 'agencj 
heads now come to Congress ar 
gulng that it is cheaper to keep 
an employe on the payroll than t 
let him go and pay him the cash 
equivalent. 
I believe that, if 


person dies on the payroll, tha 
accumulation goes to his estate so 
I do not see how there could be 
any saving here, 


"Formerly," Mr. Taber writes 


"sick leave accrued at the rate o 
15 days a year but the maximum 
was 90 days' accumulation. The 
new law reduces the annual sick 
leave to 13 days a year but takes 
the ceiling off the maximum ac 
crual. After 20 years an employe 
could remain on the payroll at ful 
salary for over one year in the 
event of illness. Try and buy that 
kind of insurance and see what it 
will cost you." 


I have an idea as to that. I had 


two "health insurance" policies in 
big companies and paid a special 
supplementary premium for 
clause which was supposed to 
make it impossible for them to 
cancel. 


But after I had paid for years 


they both abruptly cancelled any- 
way. The stockholders and policy- 
holders of a certain other class 
made money by my loss. The can- 
cellation was a clear repudiation 
of the clause known as the "non- 
cancel feature." 


The 
Committee for 
Constitu- 


tional Government is a patriotic 


society which was chivvied and 
bullied by a ratty character with 
a multiple record of indictments 
for swindles named rFank Bucha- 
nan, who was chairman of a House 
committee to investigate "lobby- 
ing."

These are good questions, but 


too often they cannot be answered 
to the complete satisfaction of the 
patient and his family. The rea- 
son, for this is that no two people 
react exactly alike to the. same 
disease or operation. Also.,a sin- 
gle disease varies a great deal in 
its effects on different patients. 


Thus, even in most mild diseases 


there will be a few patients, per- 
haps one or two out of a hundred, 
who may-develop serious compli- 
cations. About all the doctor can 
do in such cases, therefore, is to 
state that, the vast majority re- 
cover without difficulty. 


When the proportion of those 


who do not recover from.a disease 
is high the problem, of foretelling 
the outcome is particularly 
diffi- 


cult. At the beginning of an ill- 
ness also, it is more difficult to tell 
what the result will be than it is 
later on when the physician has 
had a chance to observe the dis- 
ease .and its effect on the patient 
and the ability of the patient to 
withstand its ravages. 


Consequently, it is often the 


case that the more experience the 
doctor has .the more reluctant he 
is to tell a patient or the patient'a 
family something definite when 
there .may be a fifty-fifty chance 
of being wrong. 


The same problems exist when 


it conies to the question of how 
long an illness may last. A few 
diseases like chickenpox, for ex- 
ample, almost always take about 
the same length of time. Many 
other conditions, however, vary so 
much that it is extremely difficult 
to" say how long it will be before 
complete recovery takes place. 
FORECAST OFTEN IMPOSSIBLE 


Generally, when complete recov- 


ery 'does not take place, ft is often 
impossible to tell in advance what 
the effect will be on the patient's 
customary occupation and activity 
until the disease has reached its 
later stages. 


The outcome of illness, there- 


fore, depends on many factors, 
such as the age of the patient, the 
family history, state of health at 
the time- when the illness devel- 
oped, and the mental attitude of 
the patient. For all these reasons 
physicians often seem reluctant to 
answer what seem like perfectly 
simple questions, and when they 
try to do so the forecast may err 
on one side or the other.

job unless the Senate approved, 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee would have to check on him 
first. This meant Bohlen and Dul- 
les would have to answer questions 
on Bohlen's background and fit- 
ness. 


But for some unexplained reason, 


which originated before

time as secretary, Bohlen had nev- 
er been investigated by the FBI. 
Several weeks ago Dulles asked the 
FBI to examine Bohlen's life. 


He got the report last week and 


discussed it with R. W. Scot Me- 
leod, who is in charge.of security 
matters for the State department. 
Dulles hired McLeod only a few 
weeks ago. 


Before that McLeod had been 


administrative assistant to Sen. 
Bridges, New Hampshire Republi- 
can, who, with McCarthy, and Sen. 


McCarran, Nevada Democrat, have 
been the main opponents to Sen 
ate approval of Bohlen. 


FBI Reports AU 


The FBI reports all the infor- 


mation, good and bad, which is 
picks up on a person under in 
vestiRation. But the FBI draws no 
conclusions. It leaves that to a high 
official, like Dulles, in the depart- 
ment where the investigated man 
works. 


So Dulles went before the for- 


eign relations committee. He didn't 
show the report to the member*. 
He summarized it for them, say 
ing the report contained some den* 
gatory information about Bohlen. 


But none of it, he told the com- 


mittee, was of the kind that could 
throw doubt on Bohlen aa a loyalty 
or security risk. After questioning 
Dulles for three hours, and talking 
with Bohlen ,the committee unani 
mously approved Bohlen. 


Dulles said that when McLeod 


looked over the FBI report and 
found the derogatory information 
he had told Dulles: "This is not a

No Differenced 


Dulles told a news conference 


later that there was no difference 
of opinion between him and Mc- 
Leod on Bohlen and. in answer to 
a question, he said McLeod did not 
suggest that Bohlen not be ap- 
proved. 


This is where McCarthy steps 


into the picture. Until this point 
McCarthy, McCarran and Bridges 
had argued against Bohlen mainly 
because he had Vorked so closely 
with former Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and had taken part 
in th« Yalta and Potsdam confer- 
ences as interpreter. 


McCarthy, McCarran and Brid- 


ges are not members of the foreign 
relations committee, before which 
Dulles testified. After the unani- 
mous vote for Bohlen, McCarran 
said Dulles had misrepresented the 
situation to the committee, that 
McLeod, instead of not differing 
with Dulles, had actually told him' 
he "could not clear" Bohlen. 


Knew File Contents 


McCarthy said the same thing, 


adding that what Dulles had told 
the committee about himself and 
McLeod was untrue. And, he said, 
he knew what was in Bohlen's file. 


Since the FBI investigation was 


not made until after the Eisen- 
hower administration took office, 
McCarthy must have meant he 
knew what was in Bohlen's regular 
personnel file, although he didn't 
say how he knew. 


He went beyond this, though, by

rogatory information about Bohlen 
in the FBI report. This might have 
been told him in some form by 
a senator who was on the foreign 
relations committee and heard Dul- 
les testify. 


But McCarthy also said that Boh- 


len was a bad security risk. He 
didn't explain (A) how he and 
McCarren knew Dulles and Mc- 
Leod differed and (B) how he 
could be so positive that the FBI 
files, which he wasn't supposed to 
see and didn't actually say he saw, 
proved Bohlen a bad security risk.
